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In 1950-51 a program of inter- 
visitation teams was started in Metro- 
politan School Study Council Schools 
in order to study the changing char- 
acter of the superintendent's job. Out 
of this study was culled a set of ma- 
terials on what were found to be the 
best administrative practices. This 


volume reports these findings in re- 
gard to the school’s relation to the 
community, the staff, and the role of 
the school superintendent. 
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A history and critical evaluation 
of Columbia’s program of courses for 
adults which culminated in the estab- 
lishment of the School of General 
Studies and the Extension Program. 
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
